Saadia Gandossy, 33, of 
1929 Crescent Drive, was ar- 
rested Saturday for aggravat- 
ed battery and criminal re- 
straint. 

RCPD Lt. Kurt Moldrup 
said she allegedly struck Roy 
Payne, 41, several times with 
a straight baton to his extrem- 
ities during a confrontation. 

Luke Johnson, 46, was 
arrested for aggravated as- 
sault and battery, after attack- 
ing Rodney Atkins, 28, with 
two metal bars. 

He threatened Atkins 
with a box cutter and then 
fled. Johnson is confined on 
$5,000 bond. 



Tax increase 
might be 
on ballot

Manhattan citizens 
might be faced with a deci- 
sion to increase their sales 
tax by 0.25 percent during 
the April city general elec- 
tions. 

The Manhattan City 
Commission is scheduled 
to review legislation which 
would place the increase 
on the ballot. The meeting 
is scheduled for 7 tonight at 
City Hall. 

The 0.25 percent is bro- 
ken into three parts. The re- 
construction of the pool in 
City Park would be funded 
by 0.10 percent, while an ad- 
ditional 0.10 percent would 
fund the reconstruction of 
Northview Pool and the 
renovation of CICO Pool. 
The remaining 0.05 percent 
would partially fund a Sun- 
set Zoo education center. 

The current city sales 
tax is 7.3 percent, which 
would increase to 7.55 per- 
cent if the legislation is 
passed in April. 

If all the increases are 
approved, the estimated in- 
crease in sales tax revenue 
would be $19.3 million. 

Commissioners are also 
scheduled to hear the first 
reading of an ordinance to 
amend Manhattan zoning 
regulations. The ordinance 
would allow the Board of 
Zoning Appeals to issue its 
final decision the night it is 
made. The decisions have 
traditionally been signed 
and approved at the next 
regular meeting, which can 
be weeks later. 



Different colleges make specific budget cuts

K-State colleges and depart- 
ments are struggling to meet im- 
mediate one-time budget cuts this 
semester while anticipating even 
greater permanent reductions in 
July. 

The statewide budget reduction 
process has two components, said 
Bruce Shubert, vice president for 
administration and finance. First, 
the university needs to meet an im- 
mediate reduction of funds for the 
current fiscal year. Second, K-State 
is planning for further cuts starting 
next fiscal year in July. 



"We do not know what our fi- 
nal reduction amount is," Shubert 
said. 

The university is working 
through the process in a decentral- 
ized manner, Shubert said. The ad- 
ministration distributed budget re- 
duction targets to university units 
and colleges. These units, in turn, 
determine specifics needed to meet 
the targets. 

The College of Arts and Scienc- 
es, for example, has activated de- 
partmental committees on planning 
and prorated a certain percentage of 
money to pull from various depart- 
ments and return to the college, said 
Stephen White, dean of the College 



of Arts and Sciences. 

"We have done our best to look 
at areas that are reasonable in terms 
of being able to take budget cuts," 
White said. "It has been a challenge, 
and we are working on it day by day 
and step by step." 

The college consists of 28 de- 
partments, all of which contribut- 
ed to the deficit problem by cutting 
funding from a mixture of sources. 
White said. Some departments re- 
duced instructional dollars, support 
for graduate teaching assistants and 
the number of GTA positions. 

The main goal of the college is

Peace Corps recruiter to visit

Chantelle Koumba, a 
Peace Corps regional recruit- 
er, plans to visit K-State to 
speak about available Peace 
Corps opportunities today 
until Friday. 

Upon request, Koum- 
ba will make classroom pre- 
sentations throughout cam- 
pus. She will also be partici- 
pating in the Common Good 
Career Fair and organizing a 
general information meeting 
and a brown bag luncheon to 
meet with the local returned 
Peace Corps volunteers. 

On Jan. 1, the Peace 
Corps Denver regional office 
was closed because of budget 
constraints, and all recruit- 
ing efforts were transferred 
to the Dallas Regional Re- 
cruiting Office. 

The Texas-based office 



has expanded its recruiting 
responsibilities to interested 
members of the public resid- 
ing in Kansas, Colorado, Ne- 
braska, Utah and Wyoming. 

Peace Corps has oppor- 
tunities for students with a 
four-year degree or a combi- 
nation of job experience and 
a two-year degree. In lieu of 
a degree, one must have sub- 
stantial experience in a spe- 
cialized area. These areas 
range from skilled trades, 
farm/agribusiness, nursing 
and computer technology. 

"If someone has the true 
motivation, is not materialis- 
tic and believes he or she can 
live away from home for two 
years, then I would recom- 
mend it," said Shawn Ryan, 
former volunteer and grad- 
uate student in counseling 
and student development. "It 
is life-changing and provides 
a global perspective one can- 



not possibly receive sim- 
ply by traveling to a foreign 
land." 

Ryan, who taught Eng- 
lish in the Republic of Mol- 
dova for two years, said the 
Peace Corps provides hous- 
ing, transportation to and 
from the host country, as 
well as a monthly stipend 
and medical and dental ben- 
efits. 

Some student loans can 
be deferred during service, 
and there are graduate study 
benefits available. 

The Peace Corps is 
a 27-month commitment, 
which includes 12 weeks of 
language training in the host 
country.

Newspaper print circulations decreasing; 
e-readers expected to become popular

Newspaper circulation 
has dropped dramatically in 
recent years. 

According to the New 
York Times, the daily cir- 
culation of more than 500 
U.S. newspapers decreased 
by 4.6 percent. The New 
York Times' daily circula- 
tion fell 3.6 percent. The At- 
lanta Journal-Constitution 
had the largest decrease, 
with a 13.6-percent decline. 
One of the major causes be- 
hind the numbers is the in- 
creasing popularity of on- 
line media outlets. 

Why are online period- 
icals becoming so popular? 
Ralph D. Gage Jr., general 
manager of the Lawrence 
Journal-World, said it is be- 
cause the Internet has im- 
proved drastically in recent 
years and has become much 
more "robust." 

"Look back a couple 
years, and you couldn't get 
information 24/7 on hand- 
helds like you can now. 
Also, it was awfully frustrat- 
ing to wait for dial-up," Gage 
said. "Technology is certain- 
ly a major factor of informa- 
tion migrating from news- 
paper and network televi- 
sion to the Web." 

Accessibility and con- 
venience of getting news 
has been a huge incentive 
behind the mass exodus of 
readers from newspapers to 
online media outlets. 

"It's quicker. You can 
check news stories online 
at any time, and you don't 
have to lug a paper around," 



said Matthew Schuler, se- 
nior in mass communica- 
tions. 

Along with Palm Pilots 
and iPhones, new e-readers, 
like Amazon.com' s Kindle, 
are making online periodi- 
cals even more user-friendly 
and are creating a more por- 
table Internet. E-readers al- 
low users to transfer books 
and news articles from their 
computers to their pock- 
ets. They are, in a sense, the 
iPod of the literary world. 

"E-readers are some- 
thing you can carry all your 
books and papers in and 
read on a plane," said Sta- 
cy Neumann, instructor of 
journalism and mass com- 
munications. "Maybe some- 
thing like that could end up 
being the future of newspa- 
per; you could subscribe to 
something on a Kindle, and 
the paper could be down- 
loaded to your portable de- 
vice every day." 

Neumann said, while 
being able to surf the Inter- 
net for breaking news is an 
efficient way to stay updated 
on current events, she still 
enjoys reading the newspa- 
per. 

"I like having it in my 
hands - the newsprint," she 
said. "It's portable. I can 
take it anywhere." 

To sway readers who, 
like Neumann, enjoy read- 
ing the hardcopy news, sites 
have pushed for media con- 
vergence, which is the com- 
bination of text, audio and 
video. 

"Just a short news clip 
or images or even press re- 
leases next to the text can

be very beneficial," Schuler 
said. "Seeing a visual image 
really helps drive the story 
home." 

With the Internet just 
a few clicks away for most, 
newspapers have been 
struggling to find a way to 
cope financially. Many pub- 
lications are trimming down 
their stories and omitting 
information to shorten the 
page counts of their papers. 
Gage said this method will 
have disastrous effects. 

"Everyone's just casting 
about for ways to stop the 
bleeding," Gage said. "Un- 
fortunately it's just cut, cut, 
cut, and that's the wrong 
answer. My answer is we've 
got to put something back 
in the papers such as more 
compelling content." 

If circulation keeps de- 
creasing at the current rate, 
the fate of the newspaper 
business certainly looks 
grim. Gage said. 

"It's a spiral we are in 
and unless some paper can 
find a way to keep their 
readers, than we are going 
online," Gage said.

Musical genius 
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Technology behind Pandora will evolve

From the moment I discovered the online 
music service Pandora, I've been fascinated with 
it. Not with its predictive insight, really, or with 
its method of distribution, but rather with its 
broader technological and artistic implications. 

For those who don't know, Pandora.com is 
a radio and music recommendation service that 
"learns" a user's musical preferences and then 
streams related music the user would probably 
like. It is a nifty little piece of software, and it of- 
fers a novel and fairly effective method of get- 
ting one's musical fix, but it won't transform the 
world of music the way Wikipedia transformed 
the world of user-generated information. 

But Pandora's descendants will know no 
bounds. Its creators suggestively named the un- 
derlying technology the "Music Genome Proj- 
ect," with a mission to describe music in terms of 
its elementary particles. This is a noble but de- 
ceptively ambitious endeavor in reductionism, 
and it involves some strong underlying assump- 
tions about music. Can this software, with only a 
few hundred genes in its vocabulary, actually de- 
velop a sufficiently expressive musical grammar? 
Could any mechanical software, ever? 

The naysayers argue against it on princi- 
ple, but I think we should always hesitate to un- 
derestimate our own ingenuity. Pandora is only 
the beginning, and with the growth of process- 
ing power, future iterations will be progressive- 
ly more sophisticated, nuanced and automated. 
Beyond this project lies even more stunning the- 
oretical possibilities: we might someday be able 
to create computer programs that can effective- 



ly compose music - or can at least imitate those 
who could - and in doing so, might also come 
to better understand the principles and meta- 
principles of the composers themselves. 

This is less difficult than it seems. Consid- 
er the relatively prolific J.S. Bach, for instance, 
who left fewer than 2,000 works. A comprehen- 
sive analysis of his music is far from impossible, 
and though it would be a daunting task by cur- 
rent computing standards, encoding his princi- 
ples into an application that convincingly ran- 
domizes music based upon them is certainly not 
inconceivable. Thus, fresh manuscripts would 
arise from Bach, at our fingertips via mouse. 

In the distant future, our computers might 
be able to "render" these projects. You might 
command it to "play something Wagnerian for 
about half an hour, with those sensational or- 
chestral tuttis at 13 minutes" and then, five min- 
utes into the session, wish to hear a cello solo, or 
simply wish for it to end, and all that would be 
required is fiddling with some knobs. 

Our computers certainly won't mind this 
kind of capriciousness, and they might even find 
it helpful. There will surely be an evolutionary 
component to this software as it synchronizes 
with a global network to check its work against 
what other computers have devised and contin- 
ue to discover what users like best. 

In the very distant future, the computer 
might simply be able to detect your preferenc- 
es through some kind of neural peripheral. Just 
plug in, turn up and tune out. Perhaps some of 
the music of the distant future won't involve 
sound at all. People might wonder what it was 
like not to take one's music intravenously, so to 
speak, looking to our current music standards as 
we look at cassette tapes. 

In any case, whatever Pandora is, it has 
clearly sprouted something; I suspect this distant 
future isn't as distant as it seems.

Politicians, lobbyists should be mutually exclusive

If President Barack Obama 
wants to truly shake up Washing- 
ton, he needs to have a bill draft- 
ed to separate the personal inter- 
ests of government officials from 
contracts and bills that are passed 
- a minimum lO-year "cooling 
off" period to ensure all the leg- 
islation our government officials 
worked on was in the best inter- 
est of the public and not their 
pockets. 

Time and time again, the 
American people are being 
thrown under the bus by laws 
that cost taxpayers billions, while 
the supposed public servants are 
positioning themselves for their 
next job. Or more simply, just giv- 
ing their good ol' golf buddy a 
way to get rich at the expense of 
a hardworking taxpayer. 

It is for these reasons Con- 
gress must introduce and pass 
legislation that requires no per- 
sonal relationship be held be- 
tween a private contractor and 
the public servant signing off on 
the contract or proposed bill. 

Additionally, there should be 
a lO-year period after a congress- 
man or senator leaves office be- 



fore they can accept employment 
with a company they championed 
a bill for. This might sound like 
we are taking rights away from 
our fellow citizens, but this small 
group wields such power that of- 
ten they can act in the interest of 
their own wallets. These two sim- 
ple propositions would seek to 
curb that behavior. Perhaps look- 
ing at some real-life examples will 
help garner more respect for this 
position. 

Former Gov. Billy Tauzin, 
R-La., is the prime example of 
why such a bill should be put into 
effect. Tauzin played a key role 
in shepherding the Medicare Pre- 
scription Drug Bill through Con- 
gress. 

Opponents of this bill ar- 
gued it was too generous to the 
pharmaceutical industry. Tauz- 
in left Congress after the bill was 
passed, and ironically enough, 
took a position as the head of 
the Pharmaceutical Research and 
Manufacturers of America, for 
more than $2.5 million per year. 

Several other individuals, like 
former House Minority Lead- 
er Robert Michel, R-IIL, worked 
on the prescription drug bill and 
went on to be lobbyists for the 
pharmaceutical companies. The 
total cost to taxpayers for this re- 
sume builder amounts to a 10 
year estimate of $1.2 trillion. 

This bill should extend to all 
government officials because we 
have seen much corruption from 
security officials in the days since 
the Sept. 11 attacks. Blackwa- 
ter received secret no-bid con- 
tract deals with the CIA, and the 



Washington Post reported in Sep- 
tember 2007 that taxpayers have 
paid Blackwater $833,673,316. 

Not so coincidentally, a num- 
ber of senior CIA and Pentagon 
officials have taken top jobs with 
Blackwater, the private securi- 
ty group. 

Most notably, the firm's 
vice chairman is none other 
than Cofer Black, who was 
the Bush Administration's top 
counterterrorism official at the 
time of the 9/11 attacks. Also, 
Rob Richer, former head of the 
CIA's Near East Division left for 
the high paycheck Blackwater 
offered to be the Vice President 
of Intelligence. 

As U.S. citizens, it is time to 
demand action. Events like these 
have transpired for far too long 
and it is our responsibility to en- 
sure those we elect to make deci- 
sions on our behalf actually have 
our best interest at heart. 

The ability for people to com- 
promise their integrity for finan- 
cial gain is too easy and some 
simple steps to stop this would be 
beneficial to all parties. 

Instead of levying new jobs, 
our elected officials could spend 
their time actually serving the 
public good. 

That may sound like a nostal- 
gic myth, but I know our govern- 
ment was not established to be a 
playground for the wealthy to be- 
come wealthier.

Position in Big 1 2, NCAA tourneys to be determined by game

The final week of the regular season 
kicks off with one of K-State's biggest games 
of the year, as the team travels to Stillwa- 
ter, Okla., to play the Oklahoma State Cow- 
boys. A win almost guarantees the Wildcats 
a first-round bye in the Big 12 Tournament 
next week. 

K-State, Oklahoma State and Texas are 
in a three-way tie for fourth place in the Big 
12 Conference. A win on Tuesday would 
give the Wildcats the tie-breaker over both 
teams heading into Saturday's season finale 
against Colorado. 

"We feel like every game we play now 
is our life," sophomore guard Jacob Pul- 
len said. "It feels like we're actually fight- 
ing teams just to get into the NCAA tourna- 
ment." 

K-State (20-9, 8-6 Big 12 Conference) 
is coming off a 77-72 victory over Nebraska 
on Saturday. The Wildcats came back from 
a halftime deficit to win their 20th game for 



the third consecutive season. 

The Wildcats used a 9-0 run midway 
through the second half to take a lead they 
would never surrender. PuUen led the team 
offensively with 18 points. Junior Denis Cle- 
mente had 14 points and lone senior Darren 
Kent added 13 points. Junior Buchi Awaji 
had 10 points off the bench and a team-high 
nine rebounds. 

For the season, Clemente and Pullen 
led the team in scoring with 15.2 and 13.5 
points per game. 

"Our guys just refuse to lose," head 
coach Frank Martin said. "I just enjoy every 
minute that I get to coach these kids." 

Oklahoma State (19-9, 8-6 Big 12) en- 
ters Tuesday's game against K-State on a 
five-game winning streak. Their most recent 
victory was over No. 24 Texas on Saturday. 

During the game the Cowboys had a 
30-18 lead at halftime, but had to hold off a 
late Texas run to seal the 68-59 win. 

Sophomore James Anderson led four 
Oklahoma State players with 16 points. 
Fellow sophomore Marshall Moses had 15 



points and 16 rebounds. 

Anderson leads the team with 18.4 
points per game and 5.8 rebounds per 
game. 

The Cowboys have the top-ranked of- 
fense in the conference at 82.5 points per 
game on 46.2 percent shooting. Oklaho- 
ma State ranks first in the league in scoring, 
3-point field goal percentage and free-throw 
percentage. 

"They have very good players with a 
tremendous ability to score," Martin said. 

K-State has lost 10 of the last 12 meet- 
ings against Oklahoma State, including nine 
straight in Stillwater. Tipoff is scheduled 
for 6:32 p.m. and the game can be seen on 
ESPN2.

Saturday's halftime 
show should have happened 
years ago. 

When Willie Murrell 
and Mitch Richmond left K- 
State after their respective 
college careers were over, 
they were two of the most 
recognizable players to ever 
wear the purple and white of 
K-State. 

Murrell left K-State in 
1964 for the NBA, where he 
played for just three seasons. 
But when he left the univer- 
sity, he had won more than 
70 percent of his games and 
is just one of six players to 
average a double-double in 
their careers with 20.6 points 
and 10.7 rebounds a game. 

His career averages still 
rank in the top 5 in history, 
including third in rebound- 
ing and fifth in scoring. 

Richmond, up until Mi- 
chael Beasley came to K- 
State, was probably the most 
recognizable player in K- 
State history. 

He helped the Wildcats 
get to back-to-back NCAA 
Tournament appearances 
and also earned Ail-Ameri- 
can honors. Only 1 1 players, 
including Murrell, have been 
recognized as AU-Americans 
in the history of K-State. 

Richmond still ranks 
among the top 10 in 21 sin- 
gle-game, season and career 
statistical categories. He left 
K-State for the NBA in 1988 
and is just one of four play- 
ers to average 21.0 or more 
points in each of his first 10 
professional season. That list 
also includes legends Kar- 
eem Abdul-Jabbar, Michael 
Jordan and Oscar Robertson. 

Richmond won a gold 
medal in the 1996 Olympics, 
was inducted into K-State 
Sports Hall of Fame in 1998 
and was named a member of 
K-State's All-Century Basket- 
ball team in 2003. 

But with all the acco- 
lades that these two players 
accumulated over their ca- 
reers, it still took K-State de- 
cades to retire their jerseys. 

I understand that there 
are hoops that the adminis- 
tration has to jump through, 
but forcing fans to wait 21 
years to see Richmond's jer- 
sey and 45 years for Mur- 
rell's jersey to be raised to 
the rafters is just too long. 

Look at what the wom- 
en's basketball program has 
done for their greats such as 
Shalee Lehning, Nicole Ohl- 
de and Kendra Wecker - re- 
tiring their jerseys during 
their senior year. By retiring 
the jerseys during their se- 
nior year, it acts as a great re- 
cruitment tool. But I think 
they do this more so people 
won't forget about the girls. 
It's sad to say, but it is true. 

I do not see a prob- 
lem with waiting a couple 
years and bringing the play- 
ers back for a halftime cele- 
bration since it gets the fans 
more involved and adds an- 
other dimension of emotion 
to the game. Also, Beasley is 
really the only other Wildcat 
that deserves to have his jer- 
sey retired after Richmond 
and Murrell. 

And even after waiting 
45 years to see his jersey rise 
to Bramlage's rafters, Murrell 
said it best: "Once a Wildcat, 
always a Wildcat."

As we move into a year of unprecedented uncertainty 
at K-State, our student body will face challenges requiring a 
new, innovative approach to effectively confront. Laura and 
I set out on this campaign understanding these issues are 
bigger than any two students, so we developed a platform 
that creates an avenue for all students to stand and deliv- 
er support and cultivates input from the Gen. Richard My- 
ers of our time. 

Every year, our Student Governing Association allo- 
cates $15 million from student fees and $40,000 in general 
allocations. The student body president appoints 10 students 
to cabinet positions and more than 50 students to universi- 
ty committees, such as the Committee for Police Activities 
and Campus Security. If this is news to you, you are in the 
norm. The K-State SGA is one of the most successful orga- 
nizations of its kind in the nation, which is why even com- 
plex decisions are usually executed with little commotion.

First and foremost, Laura and I are committed to seeing 
this change. We will do so by increasing the transparency 
of our governing process to all students. We are creating a 



Student Body Advisory Council that will formalize an ave- 
nue for unelected students to give input. If the student body 
chooses us as their candidates, we want to take this oppor- 
tunity to officially invite all of you to attend an information 
session surrounding the SBAC, cabinet positions and com- 
mittee appointments two weeks following the election. The 
only prerequisite is being a K-State student. We are also 
seeldng a full-ride scholarship, funded through new alumni 
donations, to reward and motivate our brightest student or 
group of students for presenting the new, innovative ideas 
necessary to confront our challenges and improve K-State.

This campaign has exposed us to sides of the universi- 
ty that we had yet to see before. From late nights with ar- 
chitecture students in Seaton Hall to our 5:50 a.m. work- 
out with the Army ROTC program, this campaign opened 
our eyes and showed us how much more there is to love 
about our great university. We have been very impressed 
with the questions that we have received. It is great to 
know that other students are working hard to improve In- 
state just as much as we want to. 

In closing, we would like to take a moment and 
thank all the K-State students that we have been able to 
speak with over the last few months. This has truly been 
an amazing experience that we will not soon forget. Re- 
gardless of the results announced Wednesday night, we are 
proud to be at K-State and we both look forward to con- 
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tinuing to serve the student body.

still to "protect students and balance out re- 
ductions in a way that will be equitable in 
terms of different departments," White said. 

While the College of Arts and Scienc- 
es has already returned a certain percentage 
of funding, it now faces further reductions, 
which have increased the budget cut from 7 
to 10 percent. White said. 

"The expectation has grown," White 
said. "We are in the process of pulling addi- 
tional funding." 

The biology department, one of the sepa- 
rate units in the College of Arts and Sciences, 
had to return more than $100,000 from the 
current budget, said Brian Spooner, director 
of the division of biology. 

Spooner said the department has been 
giving back money that was specified for 
graduate student salary, temporary facul- 
ty salary, teaching equipment and faculty re- 
search money. It has cut back on temporary 
faculty positions and graduate students pay 
in the summer. However, Spooner said the 
department is looking for other ways to fund 
its graduate students. 

The department's prospects for the next 
fiscal year remain unknown. 

"I do not know what will happen next 
year," Spooner said. "We still need to return 
more money this spring." 

The College of Veterinary Medicine has 
reallocated the funds it receives from the state 
to solely support its teaching mission, assure 
its courses are funded and allow basic office 
operations to continue, said Ralph Richard- 
son, dean of the College of Veterinary Medi- 
cine. 

"All remaining funds will go toward re- 
scission and lack of allocation for the next 
year," Richardson said. 

Thus, Richardson said the college has 
eliminated unfilled faculty and staff posi- 
tions, increased its dependency on revenue 
generated through services provided by the 
teaching hospital and diagnostic laboratory, 
become more reliant on grants and contracts 
and increased its fundraising efforts through 
the KSU Foundation. 



Richardson said he also called back funds 
from all operating units of the college, such as 
academic departments, the library and busi- 
ness office, to help meet the current immedi- 
ate budget cut, which amounts to 4.25 per- 
cent. 

"We are planning for an additional 8-per- 
cent cut for the next fiscal year," Richardson 
said. "We recognize that we may need to cut 
further, but we do not have current plans for 
that." 

The College of Engineering has been 
handling immediate budget cuts by putting a 
freeze on hiring new people for the open fac- 
ulty positions, said Gary Clark, senior associ- 
ate dean of the College of Engineering. 

Individual departments returned funds 
to the college, the majority of which came 
from their operating dollars. The depart- 
ments have cut back on making purchases, 
hiring temporary help and travel and becom- 
ing more reliant on their overhead dollars 
from sources other than the state of Kansas, 
Clark said. 

The initial budget cut for the College of 
Engineering was 3 percent, and the cut has 
been further increased to more than 4 per- 
cent. While the current budget cut is a one- 
time measure, the new reductions anticipat- 
ed in July will be long-term permanent cuts, 
Clark said. 

"Nobody in the state knows what that 
new budget cut will be," Clark said. "Num- 
bers are going all over the place." 

The College of Education has a plan in 
place to provide a one-time 3-percent budget 
cut, said Virginia Mixer, administrative assis- 
tant to the dean of the college. 

The college plans to meet the reduction 
by withdrawing money from faculty salaries 
that are currently in reserves and from fringe 
benefits. 

Plans have been made to cut $5,000 from 
diversity operating funds and $2,300 from di- 
versity mentoring funds. Mixer said. 

While the budget cuts have been a dif- 
ficult process, K-State colleges remain com- 
mitted to their overarching goals. 

"Whatever we do, our first priority is our 
educational progress," said Clark.

SGA should keep students informed, 
avoid secrecy surrounding campaign 



This year, the Student Governing 
Association has drawn harsh criticism 
from the student body. It is important 
for the student body to hold its elected 
officials accountable, and this student 
body has certainly done that. From 
the band funding to the future of the 
Collegian, students have expressed 
both support and opposition to SGA 
decisions. Still, our student government 
is fighting to keep a balanced budget, 
attract students to K- State and support 
student programs against the most 
daunting economic recession seen in 
decades. K-State's SGA is, no matter its 
popularity, an important organization. 

Sunday, during an "emergency 
meeting" of the Student Senate, sena- 
tors were presented with a single reso- 
lution: appointing a new elections com- 
missioner. When asked why Commis- 
sioner Dave Hoffman resigned, SGA 
leadership avoided the question and 
said the details were being kept confi- 
dential. The only clue given by the leg- 
islation was that Hoffman resigned to 
"ehminate the potential for any percep- 
tion of personal bias." 

With the general election start- 
ing today, we cannot respect the SGA 
leadership for withholding details and 
keeping senators and students in the 
dark on such a crucial issue during 
SGA elections. Commissioner Hoff- 
man, according to rumor, was forced to 
resign. How can senators be expected 



to cast the right vote without being in- 
formed and knowledgeable on the sub- 
ject? 

K-State students deserve their 
elected officials to uphold standards of 
integrity and to conduct their business 
in the open pubHc. Some may argue 
that Commissioner Hoffman deserves 
privacy during this time, but we stand 
firm in our belief that when the pub- 
lic elects an official, it has the right to 
know why that official is leaving office. 

Closed meetings and midnight 
appointments are not in the spirit of 
K-State and are not what has made this 
a student-led university. SGA needs to 
be a more transparent organization. 
Too many times in recent events, SGA 
leadership has failed to inform students 
on the details and reasons for their 
actions. We call for all students to 
demand a transparent and accountable 
SGA, and to make informed, decisive 
votes in the general election.
